HEBER CITY — Heber City 
residents experienced the worst 
flooding since February this past 
weekend as water from Lake 
Creek poured through downtown 
Streets and nearby residential 
areas. 

Water levels rose to their high- 
est levels this spring, forcing 
floodfighters to move tons of 
sandbags to protect some endan- 
gered structures and turning He- 
ber’s Main Street into a make- 
shift river. 

Downstream, Provo officials 
expressed confidence during the 
weekend that the river has 
peaked and an uneasy part of 
their floodwatch is over. 

The Summit County Sheriff's 
office also reported severe flood- 
ing in the Uinta Mountains, par- 
ticularly in the Soapstone and 
Cobblerest campgrounds. 

Because of the quick response 
of the Heber floodfighters, dam- 


age was minimal. Crews from.

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portation fought the high water, ~ i 


and volunteers from Heber Val- 
ley also pitched in filling and 
placing sandbags. 

Kent Berg, Wasatch County 
public works director and county 
emergency management direc- 
tor, said Friday afternoon that 
at one point the bank of Lake 
Creek gave way and its water 
escaped, running through down- 
town streets.
